COMMEMORATING THE EXTRAORDINARY LIFE AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF 
THE HONORABLE MARJORIE COLLENS 

WHEREAS, Marjorie Collens represented some of the best qualities of citizenship and humanity through 
her life-long work as a supporter of the arts, community leader and elected official. When she died in early 
December she left behind a family, countless friends and a community enriched for having known her; and 

WHEREAS, Maijorie Collens, spent her early years in Albany Park. She graduated from Von Steuben 
High School and attended the University of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign where she got a bachelor's degree 
and met her husband, Lewis Collens; and 

WHEREAS, Marjorie Collens was a remarkably talented woman whose intelligence and leadership 
qualities singled her out for distinction. Marjorie Collens was elected by the voters of Evanston's seventh 
ward to be their alderman. She diligently represented the ward from to 1984 to 1991 and will long be 
remembered for her support of the acquisition of property by the city in what became the Evanston Research 
Park. Her support promoting new downtown commercial and residential development sparked a 
renaissance in the city's downtown; and 

WHEREAS, Maijorie Collens forged strong bonds with her fellow elected officials that outlasted their 
terms of office and spanned decades. She was warmly received when she returned to the City Council 
Chambers in 2013 for a reunion of current and former city officials marking the city's 150th anniversary; 
and 
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WHEREAS, Maijorie Collens had the unique ability to regularly achieve her goals without rancor and, as 
a result was genuinely admired and respected by her peers. She formed and nurtured strong relationships 
and worked to resolve long standing issues between the city and its two largest institutions, Northwestern 
University and Evanston Hospital, both of which were located in the seventh ward; and 

WHEREAS, Marjorie Collens was a longtime admirer and pioneer in the area of arts and education. She 
recognized the vital role that the arts play in civic life. She played a major role in the effort to start what is 
now ChiArts, the Chicago High School for the Arts. The idea for the school grew out of the realization that 
a chief reason for a lack of diversity on Chicago music stages was the lack of a public pre-professional arts 
high school. The school serves artistically gifted, diverse Chicago high school students, provides intensive 
pre-professional training in the arts combined with a comprehensive college preparatory curriculum and 
can be credited with the improvement and enhancement of countless lives; and 

WHEREAS, Maijorie Collens later moved to Chicago with her husband when he was selected to lead the 
Illinois Institute of Technology as its president. She tirelessly supported the university in numerous 
development activities and brought her leadership skills to the boards of the Chicago Foundation for 
Women, Chicago’s public radio station WBEZ and the Lincoln Park Zoo; and 

WHEREAS, Marge Collens encouraged and supported her husband Lewis Collens when he accepted the 
appointment to join the board of the Cook County Health and Hospital System; and later encouraged him 
to take on the further responsibilities of chairing the finance committee of that board and graciously 
accepted the additional loss of his time; and 

WHEREAS, Maijorie Collens served as a board member and later chaired the board of Hubbard Street 
Dance Chicago. Hubbard Street is widely viewed to be one of the most original forces in contemporary 
dance today and is thriving in its 38th year.

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal, a man whose exceptional wisdom and compassion led him to a stellar legal 
career that spanned over half a century, died in December, leaving behind family, friends, colleagues and a 
community enriched for having known him; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal grew up in Rogers Park and graduated from Highland Park High School. He 
attended the University of Michigan and Harvard University School of Law; and 
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WHEREAS, Roger Pascal served as general counsel to the American Civil Liberties Union of Illinois for 
thirty years and as a partner at Schiff, Hardin LLP for fifty years; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal's legal legacy is lengthy and cannot be overstated. He will long be remembered 
in particular for his challenge to the Illinois Department of Children and Family Services which brought 
about important changes for those in the foster care system and for creating new and important legal 
doctrines that had a major impact on trade-secrets case law; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal, in addition to being a highly successful litigator and chair of his law firm’s 
litigation practice took seriously his commitment to pro bono work. His work as legal counsel to the 
America Civil Liberties Union brought about profound and lasting reform that has expanded nationwide. 
One of his major victories was the decentralization of high-rise public housing in Chicago; his suit brought 
into use the Gautreaux process, now a national model for scattered site, low-density public housing. He 
successfully led the challenge to conditions at Illinois state psychiatric hospitals, and challenged the abusive 
and unlawful detention of a legal resident following the terrorist attacks of September 11 th (9/11/2001). His 
work challenging government watch lists and the repeated, lengthy, and abusive detentions of American 
citizens reentering the U.S made him nothing short of legendary; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal’s commitment to justice, due process, and the future of the legal profession 
inspired his participation in numerous organizations. He served on the board of the Public Interest Law 
Initiative and the Schiff Hardin/Howard Area Community Center Legal Clinic, which he helped establish 
and where he served regular shifts for many years. He also helped create the James B. Moran Center for 
Youth Advocacy, an organization that provides low income Evanston youth and their families with legal 
and social work services. Countless lives have been improved as a direct result of the important work of 
each of these organizations; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal and his wife Missy were leaders in the city of Evanston and the Chicago 
neighborhood of Rogers Park on any issue that improved the quality of life, especially for young people; 
and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal not only volunteered his considerable legal abilities he also volunteered his 
talents as a pilot, sharing his love of aviation in a program that gives urban children their first experiences 
of flight. He also regularly flew medical missions with LifeLine Pilots transporting patients to hospitals 
across the country; and 

WHEREAS, Roger Pascal was a man with many distinct passions. He was a lover and supporter of jazz. 
He performed with his band the Rip Chords and serv ed on the board of the Jazz Institute of Chicago. He 
and his wife Martha were passionate scuba divers; his office was decorated with his photos of exotic fish. 
He was a talented baker who regularly shared with family and friends his homemade bread; and

HALL OF FAME 

WHEREAS, on April 8, 2016, the band Chicago will be inducted into the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame; 
and 

WHEREAS, in 1967, Chicago and Chicago-area musicians Walter Parazaider (saxophonist), Danny 
Seraphine (drummer), Lee Loughnane (trumpeter), James Pankow (trombonist), Robert Lamm 
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(keyboardist), Peter Cetera (bassist), and the late Terry Kath (guitarist), formed a group with one dream: to 
integrate all the musical diversity from their beloved city and weave a new sound-a rock 4 n‘ roll band with 
horns; and 

WHEREAS, after playing locally and then in Los Angeles, the band, The Chicago Transit Authority (later 
shortened to Chicago), recorded its first album in 1969. They had amassed so much material by then they 
decided to make a statement by debuting with a double album; and 

WHEREAS, although AM radio was nowhere near ready for their music and the length of their songs, the 
album was an underground hit, embraced by FM radio and college students; and 

WHEREAS, the album Chicago II drew for inspiration classical music on the one hand and the volatile 
political situation unfolding in their city and around the country on the other; and 

WHEREAS, to get a single from Chicago II playable on AM radio, the label (Columbia) excerpted two 
songs, '‘Make Me Smile” and “Colour My World,” from PankovCs 13-minute suite, “Ballet for a Girl in 
Buchannon,” and released them as the two sides of a single.

WHEREAS, after their second hit, “25 or 6 to 4,” they decided to try to re-stimulate interest in their first 
album, and released “Does Anybody Really Know' What Time It Is?,” which became their third Top 10 hit 
in a row by the start of 1971; and

band scored its fourth straight Number 1 album, all its previous albums were back in the charts, and its 
worldwide record sales for this single year were a staggering 20 million copies; and 

WHEREAS, the big hit from their new album, Chicago X, released in 1976, was a song that barely made 
the final cut. Cetera’s “If You Leave Me Now” came about only after they decided they needed one more 
song. The song became Chicago’s first Billboard singles topper and also topped charts around the world; 
and 

WHEREAS, part of the band’s longevity can be attributed to its efforts to value the group effort over 
individual egos, which is reflected in the name, the logo, and the facelessness of the first eleven album 
covers; and 

WHEREAS, for the last several decades, Chicago has recorded and toured with great success and continues 
to be ambassadors for their beloved hometown, carrying the city’s name with pride and dignity around the 
world; and 

WHEREAS, considered one of the longest running and most successful pop/rock 'n’ roll groups in history, 
Chicago is the highest charting American band in Billboard magazine’s list of Top 100 artists of all time, 
coming in at Number 13; and

(a) It shall be unlawful for a person to purchase a firearm in Cook County unless, at the time of the purchase, 
the purchaser presents to the seller proof that the purchaser is covered by a qualified liability insurance 
policy. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for a person to sell a firearm in Cook County unless, at the time of the sale, the seller 
verifies that the purchaser is covered by a qualified liability insurance policy. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for a person who owns a firearm in Cook County purchased on or after the effective 
date of this ordinance not to be covered by a qualified liability insurance policy. 

(d) Exemptions. 

(1) The foregoing paragraphs shall not apply to the purchase or sale of a firearm for the use of municipal, 
county, state or federal law enforcement. 

(e) Definitions. 

In paragraphs (a) through (c), the term ‘qualified liability insurance policy' means, with respect to the 
purchaser of a firearm, a policy that: 

(1) Provides liability insurance covering the purchaser specifically for losses resulting from use of the 
firearm while it is owned by the purchaser; and 

(2) Is issued by an insurer licensed or authorized to provide the coverage by the Illinois Department of 
Insurance. 

(1) Any purchaser or seller found in violation of this section shall be fined not less than $2,500.00 and not 
more than $5,000.00.

WHEREAS, in Cook County, Assistant State's Attorneys frequently rely upon police officers as witnesses 
at trial, and the success of many prosecutions by the Cook County State’s Attorney hinges upon police 
officer testimony; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County State's Attorney, as is the case with prosecutors throughout the State of 
Illinois, is dependent upon the cooperation of police officers in order to fulfill the basic functions of the

This analysis shall consider the potential cost savings of improving 
health care access for the uninsured, inducing cost analysis commissioned by the HC3 coalition 
and other community partners; and

(a) The Cook County Board President or her designee; the Chairman of the Cook County 
Workforce, Housing and Community Development Committee; the Chainnan of the Cook 
County Business and Economic Development Committee and the Chainnan or Vice-Chainnan 
of the Cook County Health and Hospitals Committee. 

(b) Cook County Health and Hospital System staff members as deteimined by the Cook County 
Health andHospital System Chief Executive Officer or his designee. 

(c) At least five representatives from community-based advocacy organizations as detennined by 
HC3 coalition and Cook County task force members. 

(d) At least one representative from a Cook County Federally Qualified Health Center. 

(e) At least one representative from a Cook County medical professional association. 

(f) At least one representative from a non-profit hospital system. 
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(g) Other members as agreed to unanimously by the task force members required under this 
resolution.

ORGAN DONOR LEAVE POLICY 

WHEREAS, the need for potentially life-saving organ and bone marrow transplants far exceeds the supply; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the State of Illinois has recognized the importance of organ donation by providing the 
opportunity for paid leave to State employees who donate an organ or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, like Illinois, many other jurisdictions have attempted to offset the incidental costs associated 
with the donation and protect employees from retaliation for taking leave to donate an organ by passing 
legislation providing job-protected, paid leave to employees who donate organs or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County currently does not provide job-protected, paid leave for the purpose of organ or 
bone marrow donation, necessitating employees to use their accrued sick and vacation leave or take unpaid 
personal leave, if eligible; and 

WHEREAS, in order to offset the incidental costs associated with donation and protect employees from 
retaliation for taking a leave of absence to donate an organ, all Cook County agencies and offices should 
afford paid leave to employees who donate organs or bone marrow; and 

WHEREAS, the President’s Office and the Bureau of Human Resources have researched various organ 
donor leave policies and as a result, the Bureau of Human Resources has developed an Organ Donor Leave 
Policy that will provide job-protected, paid leave for the purpose of organ or bone marrow donation; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed policy would be available to all eligible Cook County employees (employed 
with the County for at least twelve (12) months) who donate organs or donate bone marrow via surgical 
aspiration or non- surgical apheresis; and 

WHEREAS, the risk of complications and death, as well as the burden to the donor in terms of recovery 
time, pain, and suffering is lowest for apheresis donation and greatest for organ donation; and 
WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates bone marrow via non-surgical apheresis on or after 
September L 2015 would receive five (5) days of paid leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates bone marrow via surgical aspiration on or after September 
L 2015 would receive fifteen (15) days of paid leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee who donates an organ on or after September 1, 2015 would receive 
thirty (30) days of paid donor leave within a twelve (12) month period; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee that donates an organ as of January L 2015, that by necessity used their 

accrued sick and vacation leave or took unpaid leave may recover that time under this policy but may not 

exceed the thirty (30) days of paid donor leave within a twelve (12) month period; and an eligible employee 

that donated an organ between January L 2015 and August 3L 2015 that by necessity used his or her 
accrued paid leave time to recover from said donation may recover his or her paid leave time that may have 

been used for such organ donation in the manner directed in the Organ Donor Leave Policy; and 

WHEREAS, an eligible employee that donates an organ as of January L 2015, that by necessity used their 

accrued sick and vacation leave or took unpaid leave may recover that time under this policy but may not 

exceed the thirty (30) days of paid donor leave within a twelve (12) month period and an eligible employee 

that donated an organ between January L 2015 and August 3L 2015 that by necessity used his or her 

accrued sick and/or vacation leave time to recover from said donation may recover his or her paid leave 
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time that may have been used for such organ donation in the manner directed in the Organ Donor Leave 
Policy; and 

WHEREAS, the Bureau of Human Resources shall adopt and circulate the Organ Donor Leave Policy to 
all Cook County agencies and offices as this policy will not only benefit our employees and their families 
but also the County’s overall mission. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County does hereby direct the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources to implement an Organ Donor 
Leave Policy with an effective date of September 1, 2015; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all Cook County agencies and offices receive a copy of the Organ 
Donor Leave Policy issued by the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that all Cook County agencies and offices which shall include but not 
be limited to the offices under the Cook County Board President, Cook County Board of Commissioners, 
Cook County State’s Attorney, Cook County Sheriff, Clerk of the Circuit Court of Cook County, Cook 
County Board of Review, Cook County Assessor, Cook County Public Defender, Chief Judge of the Circuit 
Court, Cook County Public Administrator, Cook County Recorder of Deeds, Cook County Health and 
Hospitals System, Cook County Treasurer, Cook County Clerk, Cook County, Office of the Independent 
Inspector General, Public Administrator and Cook County Land Bank shall work with the Chief of the 
Bureau of Human Resources in order to implement the Organ Donor Leave Policy in a manner as drafted 
by the Bureau of Human Resources among all Cook Countyagencies and offices.

FOR THE LEVY OF TAXES FOR THE FISCAL YEAR 2016 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners and the Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners 
of Cook County, Illinois, have considered the subject of the Annual Tax Levy for the Fiscal Year A.D., 
2016, and the several sums necessary to be levied to meet the needs and requirements of the County of 
Cook for said fiscal year, and have recommended that this Ordinance for the Levy of Taxes be adopted; 
and 
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WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, Illinois, approved, passed, and adopted the 
Annual Appropriation Bill of the County of Cook, for its Fiscal Year 2016, which said Appropriation Bill 
is hereinafter set forth and which contains a Revenue Estimate that includes an allocation of the 2016 Tax 
Levy by f und together with additional columns captioned: “Annual Tax Levy”, “Appropriation Allowance 
for Uncollected Taxes” and ’’Net fax Levy for Appropriation and 

WHEREAS, Cook County and its taxpayers have benefited from Tax Increment Financing Districts (TIFs) 
by having the increment generated during the life of the TIFs invest in the specific area generating the 
increment; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board passed a Resolution on November 15, 2011 outlining that it is the 
policy of Cook County to recapture any property taxes at the termination of a TIF; and 

WHEREAS, within the County of Cook, certain real-estate parcels, or a portion of the assessed valuation 
of certain real-estate parcels, are from time to time identified on the County real-estate tax rolls as deriving 
from new property, insofar as they were developed or substantially improved or are the subject of tax 
incentives that expired since the most recent assessment of real-estate taxes, the value of which has not 
heretofore been recaptured; and 

WHEREAS, the interests of County taxpayers and the County itself are better served if the taxes on the 
additional value of said new property is captured. 

THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, AND ORDERED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF COOK COUNTY, ILLINOIS, that pursuant to its home rule powers, $720,483,542.00 as a base levy 
amount, plus a TIF value recapture sum of $15,640,899, an expiring incentives sum of $695,668, and a 
new-property value capture sum of $15,137,220, which aggregate amount of these sums is to be collected 
from the Annual Tax Levy for the Fiscal Year A.D. 2016 of the County of Cook for the Corporate Fund 
purposes of said County, and for the Public Safety Fund purposes of said County, and for the Health 
Enterprise Fund purposes of said County, and for the payment of principal and interest on general obligation 
bonds of said County as represented by the Bond and Interest fund purposes, and for Cook County 
Employees Annuity and Benefit Fund purposes, and for the Election Fund purposes, said aggregate amount 
being $751,957,329, which is the total amount of appropriations heretofore legally made from the Annual 
Tax Levy for the year 2016 and contained in the Annual Appropriation Bill (hereinafter set forth in the 
Ordinance) for the Fiscal Year 2016 duly adopted by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County on 
November 18, 2015, is hereby levied on and upon all taxable property in the said County of Cook for the 
Fiscal Year 2016. 

As provided in the Fiscal Year 2016 Annual Appropriation Bill, three percent of the property tax levy 
revenues separately allocated to the Public Safety Fund, Corporate Fund, Health Fund, and Election Fund 
are to be made available to each Fund for purposes of covering the loss and cost of collecting taxes levied 
for said Funds, for the amounts of taxes for which the nonpayment will result in forfeiture of real estate, 
and for abatements in the amounts of such taxes as extended upon the collectors' books. To ensure the 
County meets its obligations for indebtedness as represented by the Bond and Interest Fund, and that the 
actual collections of property taxes received by the Annuity and Benefit Fund are commensurate with the 
amounts so levied, the County Clerk is authorized, in consultation with the County's Chief Financial 
Officer, to extend loss and collections for these funds in a manner that is sufficient for these purposes. 
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The specific amounts herein levied for the various purposes heretofore named are stated in this Ordinance 
and Tax Levy, by being listed and itemized by Fund in the Revenue Estimate of the Annual Appropriation 
Bill, including a column captioned: "ANNUAL TAX LEVY". The tax hereby levied for said Fiscal Year 
2016 for said appropriations, to be collected from this Levy, being the aforesaid total, consists of the 
following specific amount levied for the various purposes hereinafter set forth:

AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF AN AGREEMENT FOR A LINE OF CREDIT AND 
RELATED DOCUMENTS AND THE ISSUANCE OF ONE OR MORE PROMISSORY NOTES 

IN CONNECTION THEREWITH 
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WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County (is) a Home Rule Unit” 
and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of 
the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the power granted by said Section 6(a) of 
Article VII of the Constitution of 1970, as supplemented by the Local Government Debt Reform Act, as 
amended, the (“Act"), exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its government and 
affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the Act, the County has the power to incur debt payable from 
any lawful source and maturing within 40 years from the time it is incurred without prior referendum 
approval; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board”) has not adopted any ordinance, 
Resolution, order or motion or provided any County Code provisions which restrict or limit the exercise of 
the home rule powers of the County in the issuance of general obligation full faith and credit notes without 
referendum for corporate purposes or which provides any special rules or procedures for the exercise of 
such power; and 

WHEREAS, the Board hereby determines it to be advisable and in the best interests of the County that the 
County: 


(1 )authorize the execution and delivery of an agreement for a line of credit to provide funds for the 
punctual payment of the necessary expenses incurred by the County for its corporate purposes; and 

(2) authorizes the issuance of one or more promissory notes to evidence the obligation to repay the 
principal of and interest on amounts drawn down by the County under such agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the Board now expressly determines that it is advisable and in the best interests of the County 
that an agreement be executed and that one or more such notes be issued; and 

WHEREAS, to such end it is hereby deemed advisable and necessary that the Board now adopts this 
Ordinance. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, as follows: 

ARTICLE I.DEFINITIONS AND INTERPRETATIONS 
Section 1.1 .Definitions. 

A.The following words and terms are defined in the preambles hereto:

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B.The following words and terms used in this Ordinance shall have the following meanings unless 
the context or use indicates another or different meaning: 

Advance for Value means a receipt of funds by the County under the Agreement and relative to the Note 
which is a loan advance on and partial purchase price consideration for the Note, to be evidenced as 
provided in the Note form. 

Agreement means the Revolving Credit Agreement by and between the County and the Purchaser in 
substantially the form attached hereto as Exhibit A providing for the creation of a line of credit for the 
County and the issuance of one or more Notes to evidence the obligation of the County to repay amounts 
due and owing thereunder. 

Chief Financial Officer means the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

Designated Officer means the President, Chief Financial Officer or any other office or employee of the 
County so designated by a written instrument signed by the President or the Chief Financial Officer. 

Face Amount means the authorized maximum amount of the Note, as stated on its face. 

Fixed Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a fixed rate percent per annum. 

Floating Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a rate percent per annum which is subject to change 
from time to time, payable from time to time, and subject to various options for payment by the owners 
thereof, as more fully provided for in the Agreement. 

Maturity Date means the date on which the principal of the Note is due and owing under the Agreement. 

Note Order means the Note Order and Notification of Sale to be executed by the Chief Financial Officer 
and setting forth certain details of the Agreement and the Note as hereinafter provided. 

Note Register means the books of the County kept by the Note Registrar to evidence the registration and 
transfer of the Note. 

Note Registrar means the institution or person so designated and defined in the Note Order, or successors 
or assigns. 

Ordinance means this Ordinance as originally introduced and adopted and as the same may from time to 
time be amended or supplemented in accordance with the terms hereof. 

Paying Agent means the institution, having fiduciary power, or person so designated and defined in the 
Note Order, or successors or assigns. 

Purchase Price means the price paid to the County by the Purchaser for the Note. 

Purchaser means BMO Harris Bank N.A., the purchaser of the Note as so identified in the Note Order. 
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Regular Record Dale means the fifteenth day before any interest payment date on the Note or such other 
date as may be provided in the Note Order. 

Section 1.2.Severability of Invalid Provisions. 

If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this Ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity of such 
section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not affect any of the other provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 1.3.Short Title. 

This Ordinance may hereafter be cited by the County or hereinafter referred to as the “2015 Line of Credit 
Ordinance.” 

ARTICLE II.DETERMINATIONS OF THE COUNTY 
Section 2.1 .Findings. 

The Board hereby finds and determines that 

(A) all of the recitals contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are full, true and correct and 
hereby incorporates them into this Ordinance by this reference; 

(B) this Ordinance is adopted pursuant to Section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois Constitution of 

1970; 

(C) it is advisable and in the best interests of the County that the County adopt this Ordinance; 

(D) it is advisable and in the best interests of the County that the Agreement be executed so as to 
provide for the punctual payment of necessary expenses incurred by the County for its corporate purposes; 
and 

(E) the execution of the Agreement, the borrowing of money for the purposes authorized therein 
and the issuance of the Note is for a proper public purpose and is in the public interest. 

Section 2.2.Execution of the Agreement Authorized. 

The County is hereby authorized to enter into the Agreement with the Purchaser in substantially the form 
attached hereto as Exhibit A with only such changes as shall be approved by the Chief Financial Officer. 
The Chief Financial Officer be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to execute the 
Agreement in final form and his execution thereof shall constitute conclusive evidence of the approval of 
any and all terms contained in the Agreement by the Board. The County Clerk be, and hereby is, 
authorized, empowered and directed to attest the Agreement in the name, for and on behalf of the County, 
and thereupon to cause the Agreement to be delivered to the counterparty thereto. The Agreement (as 
executed) is entered into to provide for the loan of the proceeds of the Note to the County and the use of 
such proceeds for the punctual payment of general corporate purposes and to pay the costs of issuing the 
Note, in the manner and with the effect therein provided. From and after the execution and delivery of the 
Agreement, the officers, employees and agents of the County are hereby authorized, empowered and 
directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be necessary to carry out 
and comply with the provisions of the Agreement as executed. The Agreement shall constitute, and hereby 
is made, a part of this Ordinance, and a copy of the Agreement shall be placed in the official records of the 
County, and shall be available for public inspection at the office of the County Clerk. 
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Section 2.3.General Obligation Note Authorized. 

For the purposes aforesaid, the Note is hereby authorized to be issued as a drawdown note in the aggregate 
principal amount of not to exceed $ 100,000,000. The full faith and credit of the County are hereby pledged 
to the punctual payment of the principal of and interest on the Note. The Note shall be a direct and general 
obligation of the County and, unless paid from other sources, the County shall be obligated to levy ad 
valorem taxes upon all taxable property in the County for the payment of the Note and the interest thereon, 
without limitation as to rate or amount. 

Section 2.4.Note Details. 

The Note shall be issued in the principal amount of not to exceed $100,000,000 and shall bear such title 
and series designation as the Chief Financial Officer shall determine in the Note Order. The Note may be 
a Fixed Rate Note or a Floating Rate Note as provided in the Note Order. The Note shall be dated as of 
the first Advance for Value on the Note or as otherwise provided in the Agreement (any such date being 
the “Dated Date”), and the amount of the Note issued, being the sum of the amounts as shown as Advances 
for Value on the Note, not in excess of the Face Amount, less in each case principal payments made from 
time to time thereon, shall be the “Outstanding Principal Amount” of the Note. The Principal Amount of 
the Note from time to time outstanding shall bear interest at not to exceed a rate per annum which is equal 
to the greater of (i) ten percent (10.00%) and (ii) the maximum rate of interest established, from time to 
time, in connection with general obligation debt of the County payable from ad valorem property tax 
receipts, subject to the recapture provisions of the Agreement; with interest payable on such date or dates 
as provided in the Agreement, upon any prepayment and on the Maturity Date. The Maturity Date shall 
be not later than March 1,2019. 

The Note shall bear interest on the Outstanding Principal Amount from time to time at the rate provided, in 
each case from the time advanced until duly paid or provided for. 

The principal of and interest on the Note shall be payable in lawful money of the United States of America 
to the registered owner of this Note as shown on the Note Register as of the Regular Record Date. 

If so provided in the Note Order, the Note may be redeemable or repayable prior to maturity at the option 
of the County, in whole or in part on any date, upon such terms and at such times and at a redemption or 
prepayment price of par plus accrued interest to the date of redemption or prepayment, as determined by 
the Chief Financial Officer at the time of the sale thereof. 

The Note shall have be substantially in the fonn attached to the Agreement and shall have impressed or 
imprinted thereon the corporate seal or facsimile thereof of the County and shall be signed by the manual 
or duly authorized facsimile signatures of the President of the Board or the Chief Financial Officer and 
County Clerk, as they shall determine, and in case any officer whose signature shall appear on the Note 
shall cease to be such officer before the delivery of the Note, such signature shall nevertheless be valid and 
sufficient for all purposes, the same as if such officer had remained in office until delivery. 

The execution by the County of the fully registered Note shall constitute full and due authorization of the 
Note, and the Note Registrar shall thereby be authorized to authenticate, date and deliver the Note. The 
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person in whose name the Note shall be registered shall be deemed and regarded as the absolute owner 
thereof for all purposes, and payment of the principal of or interest on the Note shall be made only to or 
upon the order of the registered owner thereof or the owner's legal representative. All such payments shall 
be valid and effectual to satisfy and discharge the liability upon the Note to the extent of the sum or sums 
so paid. 

The Note shall have thereon a certificate of authentication duly executed by the Note Registrar as 
authenticating agent of the County and showing the date of authentication. The Note shall not be valid or 
obligatory for any purpose or be entitled to any security or benefit under this Ordinance unless and until 
such certificate of authentication shall have been duly executed by the Note Registrar by manual signature, 
and such certificate of authentication upon the Note shall be conclusive evidence that the Note has been 
authenticated and delivered under this Ordinance. The certificate of authentication on the Note shall be 
deemed to have been executed by the Note Registrar if signed by an authorized officer of the Note Registrar. 

Section 2.5.Sale and Delivery of Note. 

The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell all or any portion of the Note to the Purchaser from 
time to time as the Chief Financial Officer shall determine that the proceeds of such sales are needed and 
on such terms as he may deem to be in the best interests of the County. Nothing contained in this 
Ordinance shall limit the sale of the Note or any portion thereof or any maturity or maturities thereof at a 
price or prices in excess of the principal amount thereof. Subsequent to the sale of the Note or subsequent 
to the sale of any portion thereof, the Chief Financial Officer shall file in the office of the County Clerk a 
Note Order directed to the Board identifying (i) the terms of the sale, (ii) the amount, if any, of the Note 
being sold as a Floating Rate Note, (iii) the Dated Date, (iv) the aggregate principal amount of the Note 
sold, (v) the repayment schedule for the principal of and interest on the Note, (vi) the optional redemption 
provisions, if any, applicable to the Note and (vii) any other matter authorized by this Ordinance to be 
determined by the Chief Financial Officer at the time of sale of the Note, and thereafter the Note as so sold 
shall be duly prepared and executed in the form and manner provided herein and delivered to the Purchaser 
in accordance with the terms of sale. 

Any Designated Officer and such other officers of the County as may be necessary are hereby authorized 
to execute such other documents, as may be necessary to implement the Agreement and the transactions 
contemplated thereby and to effect the issuance and delivery of the Note, and execution thereof by such 
officers is hereby deemed conclusive evidence of approval thereof with such changes, additions, insertions, 
omissions or deletions as such officers may determine, with no further official action of or direction by the 
Board. 

Section 2.6.Use of Proceeds, Limit on Authority to Draw Funds. 

The proceeds of the Note shall be used to provide funds for the payment of necessary expenses incurred for 
the general corporate purposes of the County and costs of issuance of the Note and to that end shall be set 
aside in the Working Cash Fund (the “Working Cash Fund'’) and shall be used to pay the general corporate 
expenses of the County in accordance with customary disbursement procedures of the County. 
Alternatively, the Chief Financial Officer may allocate the proceeds of the Note to one or more other funds 
or accounts of the County now in existence. The County by its Board reserves the right, as it becomes 
necessary from time to time, to change the purposes of expenditure of the Working Cash Fund or its 
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accounts, to change priorities, to revise cost allocations between expenditures and to substitute projects, in 
order to meet current needs of the County. In no event may more than $18.5 million in total be drawn 
from the Line of Credit unless the Board through Resolution expressly approves the draw of an identified 
additional sum. 

Section 2.7.Financing Team Approved.

All Ordinances, Resolutions, motions, orders or parts thereof in conflict with this Ordinance are, to the 
extent of such conflict, hereby superseded. 

Section 3.3,Ordinance to Constitute a Contract. 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall constitute a contract between the County and the registered owner 
of the Note. This Ordinance shall constitute full authority for the issuance of the Note and the execution 
and delivery of the Agreement on behalf of the County.

3) Have the Cook County Health and Hospital System prepare a report on all state related funds owed and 
what impact nonpayment or late payment will have on the Cook County Health and Hospital System. 

4) Develop a plan for keeping the 2016 Budget balanced despite the failure of the State of Illinois making 
essential payments. 

The meeting shall take place on or before February 9, 2016.
